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The Story of Forsberg Tools 


The manufacture of Forsberg tools did not come about as the result ol 
a sudden decision to fill the demand for these very necessary tools. 
Rather, they are the consummation of a process begun over 200 years 
ago in a small town in central Sweden. There, from a little forge, iron 
nails were patiently wrought by hand by Swedish craftsmen, among 
them the ancestors of the founder and president of the Forsberg Manu¬ 
facturing Company, Harold S. Forsberg. 

As time went on, the little forge gradually grew into a substantial manu¬ 
facturing business. The small illustration below is a reproduction oi 
a very early photograph of the Swedish plant in which four generations 
of Forsbergs worked.

Each succeeding generation of Forsbergs carried on the family tradition, 
imparting from father to son the well learned knowledge and skill that 
today is exemplified in the fine tools illustrated in this catalog. 

In 1912 Harold S. Forsberg, fourth in the line of Swedish craftsmen, 
equipped with technical knowledge and with considerable steel mill 
experience, began the manufacture of tools in a small garage in the city 
of Meriden, Connecticut. From the beginning he resolved that Forsberg 
tools would be made to give the very best service for value received. 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, a center of mechanical skill, known as the in¬ 
dustrial capital of Connecticut, attracted Mr. Forsberg as it had so many 
craftsmen of Swedish descent and in 1918 the Forsberg plant, having 
long outgrown its tiny beginnings in Meriden, was moved to larger 
quarters in Cannon Street in Bridgeport.

In 1924 the present plant in Seaview Avenue in Bridgeport was pur¬ 
chased and the still growing business was installed there. The small 
drawing above, showing the Seaview Avenue plant with docking facili¬ 
ties on Bridgeport Harbor in the background, was used in the first Fors¬ 
berg catalog, issued in 1919. 

From this brief story it is evident that a wealth of tradition clings to a 
Forsberg tool. The determination of those early craftsmen that each 
iron nail must be a GOOD nail is today exemplified in the Forsberg 
resolution that each Forsberg tool must be a GOOD tool, made of better 
steel, with better craftsmanship to give better service.

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WHALE HACK SAW BLADES 



Forsberg Hack Saw Blades are made in three 
general classifications: MO-HY, a special analysis 
molybdenum high speed steel blade; HY-FLEX, a 
medium priced flexible blade and TUNGSTEN, a 
standard 1 . 05 % tungsten blade with a flexible 
back. All Forsberg blades are made from steel 
analysis considered best for tlie particular work 
involved. Over tlie years they have met the sever¬ 
est tests. 

Each blade is scientifically beat treated to de¬ 
velop tlie necessary physical properties, gauged and 
checked for accuracy during each manufacturing 
operation and given the bending pounds test be¬ 
fore being packed for shipment. Industrial users 
find Forsberg Blades most economical because of 
tlieir long life on tough cutting jobs. 

USEFUL INFORMATION 

A knowledge of the correct use of Whale Saw Blades 
will give you the utmost in service from them. 

Three of four teeth should be in contact with metal 
being cut at all times. At least two teeth should be en¬ 
gaged in the thinnest section of the material being cut. 
If the teeth straddle the thinnest section they will catch 
the work and rip out. It costs less to change the blade 
than to ruin it. 


HAND BLADES 

Use a good frame, tightening the blade properly, but 
not too tight. Too much tension will break the blade at 
the pin holes, especially if the saw is cramped or twisted. 
If it is not tightened sufficiently it is apt to wobble, cut 
crooked or break. Insert the blade in the frame with the 
teeth pointing away from the operator — that is, pointing 
toward the front of the frame and away from the handle. 

40 to 60 strokes per minute will accomplish the best 
results. Whale Mo-Hy Blades can be used at a faster 
speed. Use a steady stroke, cutting the full length of the 
blade. Bear down on the forward stroke sufficiently to 
make the teeth cut. Allowing the saw to slide over the 
work glazes the cutting edge and dulls the teeth. Lift the 
blade on the return stroke. Hard and tough material 
should be cut slower than softer stock. In starting a cut, 
avoid starting on the corners.

WHALE MO-HY Blades are made of molybdenum high speed 
steel. The discovery was made by Jos. V. Emmons, a metallurgist, 
and first presented by him in a paper presented before the 1932 
convention of the American Society for Steel Treating (now the 
American Society for Metals). 

Since 1932 further research work has been conducted with the 
molybdenum class of steel, and has resulted in the commercializa¬ 
tion of this type of steel. Whale MO-HY Blades are made of a 
special analysis molybdenum high speed steel that has given 
unusual cutting service. 

Its merit lies in the fact that it can be used at the same speeds 
as the tungsten high speed steel, and it is somewhat tougher, 
thereby resists breaking under strains. 

Most of the tungsten comes from China, with a little of it 
from Burma and the Malay States. American deposits of molyb¬ 
denum are practically inexhaustible. In almost all cutting jobs, 
molybdenum high speed steel will give equally as satisfactory 
results as the tungsten high speed steel. 

WHALE MO-HY blades are the most satisfactory and most 
economical blades for 90% of machine and hand applications. 


WHALE HY-FLEX 
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The new Forsberg Hy-Flex Blade heat treated for hardness and 
extreme flexibility, meets the demand for a medium priced blade 
which is very flexible, yet with sufficient hardness for economical 
use. It is used for cutting in difficult positions. An ideal blade 
for Automobile Mechanics, Electricians, Plumbers, Steam Fitters 
and the amateur home mechanics.

14 teeth. For cutting heavy solid stock where the 
coarse teeth can be used without stripping—soft steel, cast 
iron, bronze, copper, etc. 

18 teeth. For cutting medium sized solid stock — 
tool steel, high carbon and high speed steel (not heat 
treated), moderately heavy pipe, structural shapes, etc. 

24 teeth. For iron pipe, light structural shapes, con¬ 
duit, drill rod, and heavy brass and copper tubing. 

32 teeth. For cutting thin-walled stock, BX cable, 
light tubing, thin sheet metals, etc. 



WHALE TUNGSTEN Blades are made of the standard formula 
for tungsten alloy blades containing 1.5% tungsten. This is a 
standard blade with hardened teeth and flexible back, that is 
generally used where fast speed in cutting is not an essential 
factor. Its original cost is much less than the Whale Mo-Hy and 
it gives a full measure of value.
